To the north of 
us there is Canada, with French and Brit- 
ish sentiment blending into American 
ideals. South of us Spanish and Portu- 
guese, prevailing racialities, are ready to 
sign the Pan-American understanding. The 
conventions drawn up by Scott are more 
than international law inspirations. They 
embody the basic rule that territory ac- 
quired by war or invasion shell be “null in 
fact and void in law.” 

With. the Pan-American sentiment grow- 
ing stronger and coming toward full frui- 
tion, a new interest will be created which 
may grow into a union of continents. That 
is the ultimate desideratum of the human 
race of which the League of Nations, Pan-

The rigid gensure of youth by older 
people is declargd by Methodist Bishop 
win Holt Hughes of Chicago to be a grave 
error, as it is lixely to react in a most un- 
desirable way. He said.in a public address 
in this city recently that “one of the worst 
crimes of today 1s bringing a standard of $0 
years of age to bear on a boy or girl of 16 
years of age. old idea that every new 
invention in. amusement world is an 
instrument in i hands of the devil for 
leading youth antray is all wrong.” 

That this is mot a biased utterance is 
seen in the fact that Bishop Hughes is near- 
ing 60 himself. ;Coming from a man of his 
age and profesgion, these sentiments are 
réfreshing and “are entitled to considera- 
tion in a day when old-school folk, and par- 
ticularly the clérgy, find so much to criti- 
cise in our young people. 

Some of our Idtter-day critics of youth may 
have been altogether too censorious, but 
younger people always have been directed 
by their elders; and this direction often 
must take the form of correction. Yet, 
where parenthood asserts itself as com. 
plete dominance and subversion, its teach- 
ings are very is to be ineffective. A 


high-spirited bog or girl whose every act 
must accord with the strait-laced ideas of 
old-fashioned parents may be expected to 
kick over the traces, and such kicking can- 
not always be set down to mere perversity, 
as it often procéeds from purely evolution- 
ary sources and Fepresents the natural ten- 
dency of each rising generation to discard 
the standards of, the old and to adopt new 
ones of its own. making.

This was the year in which Heiurich Herts 
began the series of studies, the first result of which, 
published in 1889, was, om the practical side, the intro- 
duction to the world of the wonders of wireless, and, on 
the theoretical and philosophical side, the unification of 
the whole field of ethereal radiations through the proof,

And then there followed, beginning 
with 1900, in this amazing train of dis- 
covery the experimental facts of “quan-

beginning _ with 1912, the definite proof that X-rays are 
short wave-length light, and with the aid of this few 
knowledge we gained, in the years from 1913 to 1925, the 
ability to look inside all the ninety elements of nature 
and to prove conclusively that they contain as their 
building stones different numbers and arrangements of 
two fundamental entities, positive and negative electrons. 

It. is this last conception, with all that ft implies as to 
the interpretation of phenomena through the properties 
and behavior of these electrons, that I have taken as the 


physics which has been brought forth since Hertz started 
in 1885 this amazing chain of investigation and diseovery. 

What consequences these new conceptions will have 
apor the development of the race can only be guessed, 
for the future is a closed book to as, But when we see, 
by a glance over the last three centuries, what has ac- 
tually come about because of the change in human 
thought and life which followed upon the much less fun- 
damental step that Galileo took in 1580, we can searcely 
doubt that the next three centuries will bring about, as 
the result of the discoveries of our time, more amazing 
and more stupendous progress than even their predeces- 
sors have seen. Even now, while we are yet in the midst 
of them, we are beginning to see already the practical 
results in the development of amplifiers and electron 
tubes, which make our modern radio possible, in the ap- 
plication of X-rays, ultra-violet light and radium to. diag-
